That Campau, the 
murdered man, was an out and out bad 
man is inferred from the fact that his 
friends in Michigan were notified that 
his remains were here unclaimed, A 
response waa received stating that they 
were not wanted. The body is still in 
the receiving vanlt at the cemetery.

The Talk in London and Ireland Over 


the Parnell Affair. 


LONDOX, Deo. 8,—Tho exciting events 


which so rapidly succeeded each other 
in the Irish campaign Saturday and 
which had their dramatic culmination 
in the withdrawal of the majority and 
the reorganization of tho Irish nation- 
alist parliamentary party under the 
leadership of Mr. Justin MoCarthey, 
were succeeded with a Sunday, which if 
not the most restful of Sabbaths, was 
welcome for the measure of relief it 
brought to the strained nerves of all 
parties to tho recent conference. It was 
not by any means a day of absolute 
quiet for some of the honorable gentle- 
men, however. There was much anxious 
comparing of notes as to how the posi- 
tion growing oat of the deposition of 
Mr. Parnell would affect the great body 
of the Irish people, who in this severe 
trial of their country must sit aa the 
court of last resort. 


Cumulations were being held in pri- 


vate residences and at friendly clubs as 
to the manifestos which are to be re- 
spectively issued to the people of Ire- 
land by the majority and minority fac- 
tions of the dead and gone conference. 
During the entire day and late in the 
night the cables under St, George chan- 
nel were kept busy conveying tele- 
graphs. Pamellites and anti-Parnell- 
ites alike, crowded the wires with urg- 
ings to their parliamentary representa- 
tives to "stand firm," to "let no man 
play Geaear;" to "stand up and be 
counted for the man that made them," 
etc. The only hopeful thing about this 
electric shower of abuse and counter- 
abuse was well expressed by a weaiy 
Irish commoner standing in the general 
telegraph office last night, when he said, 
"At all events they, none of them forget 
to say, 'God Save Ireland.1" 


The reports from Ireland this morn- 


ing *re to the effect that extraordinary 
numbers of the peasantry everywhere 
attended the little crucifix surmounted 
chapels at which was read to them the 
manifesto of the hierarchy of the holy 
Roman Catholic church in Ireland. It 
proclaimed the moral necessity for the 
overthrow of him who but a few weeks 
since was the most beloved and trusted 
political leader the Irisn people ever 
bad. This morning not much can be 
learned from the Irish commoners. 
What little they do say is of the most 
general character. 


Prof. James Stuart, member of the 


house of commons for Hoxton, whose 
name, in connection with that of Mr. 
Henry Labouohere, recently appeared 
as that of a party to a conspiracy with 
the anti Parnelhtes section of the Irish 
nationalist members of the house to- 
day called upon Mr. Gladstone, with 
Whom he had a lengthy conference. 


The German-Mahone member of the 


house of commons for Carlow, who pre- 
sented Mr. Parnell to Mrs. O'Shea, re- 
cently expressed a desire to challenge 
Mr. Parnell to a duel, and it is believed 
he would have done so had it not been 
for the remonstrances of his physician. 
The physician's objections to a meeting 
were based on the German-Mahoney's 
age, he being eighty-seven years old, 
and in an enfeebled state of his health. 


In accordance with the circular issued 


by Chairman McCarthy, there was a 
very fall attendance of the Irish nation- 
alists' majority present, when at 2 o'clock 
McCarthy called the meeting to order. 
The Parnellite members wore absent. 
They have ignored the circular <r.ll, 
copies of which were served upon them. 
Messrs. Abraham Dillon, Heally, O'Con- 
nor, O'Brien, T. P. Conner, Sexton and 
Shehy were appointed aa the consulta- 
tion committee, which is to advise with 
and assist Mr. McCarthy in deciding 
upon and executing the future policy of 
the party. The meeting then adjourned 
until to-morrow.

Bolivian Indians 
rarely eat fresh meat of any kiud and 
have no fondness for the picanter and 
peppers so prized by the Spaniards and 
Cholos. Their greatest delicacy ia the 
line of food is frozen Hema flesh; while 
coca is considered the first essential of 
life, and alcohol, or its equivalent, far 
more necessary than water. 


SWIFT was right when he

Scientists find that the cucumber, is a 
sort of concentrated extract of sun- 
shine. We have been accustomed to 
speak of persons of great acerbity as 
being "sourer than vinegar."

Bloody Battle of the Officer* With the 


Noted DeBpewMto-Offleer Ken-: 


nelly and Knhns Fatally (Shot. 


Marvin Kuhnu, the desperado and 


murderer, for whose capture, dead or 
alive, rewards aggregating 85,000 for 
crimes committed in Ohio and Indiana 
have been offered by the authorities 
during the last few weeks, now lies in 
the Allen county jail suffering from 
mortal wounds which were inflicted by 
the officers effecting bis arrest. 
In the 


same room, the hospital department of 
the jail, on another cot, also lies hie pal 
and companion, James Mease, of Noble 
county, suffering from A bnllet wound 
in his leg, and in another part of the 
city, at the St. Joe hospital, brave 
Officer John Kennelly lies with two 
pistol shot wounds in his body, inflicted 
by th» desperadoes, in whose capture he 
played so important a part. 


Th« bloody hand-to-hand struggle in 


which these three men were wounded, 
took place Saturday night near Chnru- 
busoo and when the news of it came to 
this city from Ohurubusoo in the shape 
of a telegram from Deputy Sheriff Tom 
A. Wilkinson reading: "John Kennelly 
was shot in the fight with Kuhns. Send 
dootors at onoe," the wildest excitement 
prevailed on the streets, and interest 
oentered in the latest particulars from 
the scene of the bloody conflict. It was 
after midnight before much of the de- 
tails of the tragedy were tnown and 
when the final news came that "Kohns 
was captured" there was rejoicing that 
the desperado had been brought to 
justice at last.

THE DESPERADO'S OABZEB. 


Marvin Kuhns is a bold, desperate, 


and unscrupulous criminal. His father 
resides eight miles from Churabnsoo, 
and to his home Kuhns was going when 
th« officers encountered him, At that 
place this modern Dick Turpin was 
born twenty-three years ago. From boy- 
hood he was an outlaw and the neigh- 
bors in ihat vicinity can tell volumes 
concerning his bad deeds. At the age 
of sixteen y«ars he was sent to the re- 
form school and returning from that 
place he commenced hid criminal career 
and was soon in jail here for petty 
theiving. His next offense sent him to 
the penitentiary for a year, but he was 
released for some reason before he had 
served his entire term. He was then 
eighteen years old, and with a gang of 
theives, who infested the northern tier 
of counties, he commenced an organized 
system of horse stealing. Ona of these 
deedi—the stealing of two horses, which 
he sold in this city—landed him in the 
Albion county jail. He broke out of 
this jail one night and in his light 
along the country road passed a house 
which he entered and stole from it the 
wedding suit of clothes of a young man 
who was to be married the next day.

Last sum- 
mer he was arrested at Hnntington and 
taken to the jail door, when he drew ft 
revolver npon the city marshal and 
escaped. The marshal fired at him, but 
none of the shots took effect. Kuhna, 
after leaving Indiana went to Prospeot. 
O., forty-two milet north of Columbus. 
There he put np at a hotel and was 
shortly joined by a woman, who 


the murderer, and committed the crime 
to get the dead man's money. Immedi- 
ately large rewards were offered for his 
apprehension and the best detectives of 
Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati put 
upon his track. He eluded his pursuers 
by stratagems hardly equaled in the an- 
nals of time, one of the officers in pur- 
suit having be«n shot in the arm, and 
another had his ear grazed by the vil- 
liau's bullet, and when surrounded in a 
cornfield by a posae of twenty odd 
armed men he fought his way out and 
escaped without a scratch. The next 
morning he was surrounded in a house 
in an adjoining county and with revol- 
ver in each hand he came down the steps 
of the house and terrified the posse and 
escaped amid a perfect avalanche of bul- 
lets fl y ing in every direction. The next 
heard of the bold villian was in this city, 
which he entered last Saturday morn- 
ing, coming in on a road cart—a one 
horse rig which he drove. 


HIS IDBKTIFICATIOH 


Shortly before noon Kuhns was seen 


on Wells street, in Bloomingdale, by 
John Bartley and wife, former neigh- 
bors of his who now keep a boarding 
house on the north side. Bartley knew 
that a reward of 81000 was offered for 
Kuhns, and after shaking hands, ha in- 
vited him to dinner, hoping in this way 
to detain him until the officers oould be 
notified. The desperado was conscious 
of the danger he would be exposed te 
by staying long in this community, so 
thoroughly in fact that h» hastily ex- 
cused himself. He hastened to a spot 
where he had a horse and road cart 
in 
waiting, 
jumped 
into 
the 


vehicle, and 
drove rapidly toward 


Chnrnbusco, his purpose b«iug to go to 
his home, Bartley, in the meantime, 
had informed Deputy Sheriff Lindsey 
at the jail, who quickly notified Sheriff 
Viberg and Deputy Tom Wilkinson. 


While this was being done the hum of 
many voices was hushed and the silence 
of death hung over the room. 
In an- 


other apartment the physicians were 
dressing the wonnds of Kuhns. The 
three bullet holes in the baok which he 
bad received in the struggle with the 
officers oould be covered by a man's 
haud.so near are they together, while the 
fourth one is through the shoulder. The 
former wounds are between the shoulder 
blades, close to the spine, showing that 
the bullets had internal effect* that must

A hand-to-hand bloody conflict en- 


sued. Kennelly grabbed Kuhns'behind 
the neck and demanded his surrender. 
At the same time Jackson caught Mease. 
In an instant a struggle of life and 
death began. Bevolvers were flashed 
and Mease, aiming to kill Kennelly, 
fired one shot, the ball taking effect in 
the officer's face and glancing off the 
jaw bone without inflicting a fatal 
wound. Jackson shot Mease in the leg, 
thus disabling him. Kuhns now pulled 
his revolver and

the ball taking effect in the left side, 
This wound it was feared would prove 
fatal 
The wounded man 
fell 
to 


the eidewalk with the exclamation, 
"Tom, I'm shot." Wilkinson, who had 
been trying to prevent the shooting, now 


The physicians agreed that 
the man would live twelve hours, or 
might even survive several days. 


PKISOSEKS BROUGHT TO TOBT WAYNE 
Mease, after having received medical 


attention, was brought to this city, in 
custody of Prosecutor J. M. Robinson 
and John Brannon, the county commis- 
sioner, who had gone to Churubnsoo 
upon receipt of the news in Fort Wayne. 
Kennelly and Knhns, accompanied by 
Sheriff Viberg and Dr. Stemen, drove 
over to Columbia City to wait for the 
train on the Fort Wayne road. 
At this 


station Kennelly expressed himself as 
feeling better, and he walked across the 
room several times to keep warm. When 
the party arrived here a large number of 
Kenneily's friends were at the depot to 
meet them. Kuhns was taken direct to 
the county jail, whil« the young officer 
was conveyed to the Si Joseph hospital. 


OFFICER KENNEMit. 


Officer John Kennelly is twenty-five 


years of age, and of Irish birth. He is 
regarded as one of the bravest men on 
the force. He was for some years a 
freight conductor, having worked on 
the Fort Wayne and Nickel Plate rail- 
roads. He served on the police force, 
making a highly creditable record for 
himself. He is not married, bnt resides 
on Baker street where he supports his 
aged mother, who is grief-stricken over 
her sou's misfortune. 


KDHNS tSTHBVlEWED, 


A SKSTINEL reporter called at the jail 


yesterday and was admitted to the cell 
where Kuhns and his companion lay 
npon cots at opposite sides of the hos- 
pital department Kuhna is a desperate 
Jo3king man, twenty-three years old, 
five feet eleven inches high, .and weighs 
something like 180 pounds. 
He has a 


dare-devil, don't-oare look about him, 
and although four bullets are in his 
body, bears up with wonderful nerve. 
He does not complain much about his 
wounds. 
"Yes, I guess my game is 


run," he said, "but I'll remain true 
grit."

LATEB DETAILS. 


As the additional details to the 


bloody encounter incited by Marvin 
Kuhns are brought to light, more and 
more is color added to its horrors. The 
more minute particulars of the fight 
when the shooting was done go to show 
that it is simply a miracle that murder 
was not committed. Deputy Wilkinson 
in reciting the facts Of the combat said:

He then made a desperate 
effort to get »w»y, but both of us clung 
to him until Kennelly dropped, ex- 
hausted, exclaiming at the same time, 
"Tom, I gnesa I'm killed."
